The poore honeſt man (as they told me) 
got on a beggets cloke, and a ſetipp full 
of ccuſtes of old vinowed bread, & (craps 
of meate ſuch as beggats haue, & being 
ſo diſguyſed had eſcaped, as he * 
out of all gunneſhot and dangt, when

weerie and nighe out of breath. And, as 
theſe kind of people are vetie ſuſpiciouſe, 
welpraQized and expette in al miſchiefe, 
they askeand examine him vetie diligent. 
lie, what he wu, and whence he came, 
When by long examination and much 
threatningehey vaderſtood at length that 
he wasa Ptieſte, they brought the inno. 
cent poore man bound like 2 thꝛef into 
the next Village, and there in the open 
matket they make an auction and ſale of 
him, as if he had bene a bondman, and 
asked, ifanie man would geue readie mony 


fot him. 


The habitants there flocked togethet 

& were matuelouſſie amaſed & aſtonied 
ar ſo ſtrange a caſe, they beginne to in- 
treate forhim, they ptaye them, and hol. 
ding vp theyr handes to heauen they 
beſeeche chem hartelye, that they would 
dimiſſe & ler goe the innocent & harme- 
leſſe man, and doe him no mote harme: 
that they would conſider, that he was 2 
Chriſtian man, the image of God and 
anoynted prieſt. But it had been as good 
they had told a tale to a rubbe, or whil- 
din a deaf mans eare. For all Here- 
tikes haue ſtonie hartes, they can not be 
mollified 
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mollified. It is the nature and propertie 
of men, and not of diuelles; to be moued 
with mercieand pitie towardes ſuche , as 
are in miſetie. 

To be ſhorte, firſt they pull out both 
his cies, then they cutofthe roppes ofhis 
fingers Whiche had been ſometimes a- 
noynted with holie oyle, and flea with a 
knife the ſæynne ofthe crowne of his head 
whiche was ſhaven (accordingro the an- 
cient Cuſtome & Cannons) Ptieſtlike. 
After they had thus mangled hym, to the 
end the cruel] burchers of the Goſpell 
might haue ſome more _—_ in moc- 
kinge and laughing at him, they leade

But what talke I wretched, eatthelye, 
and mortall man ſo fooliſhlie after rhe

It ſeemed beſte ſo to thy eternall 
wiſedome, O mercifull God, it ſtood 
ſo with thy heauenly will & pleaſure, 
that the might and power of vs thy 
ſecuantes the Chriſtians, ſhoulde be 
made perfir by weakenes and infirmitie, 
that ſuch as fought manſully, as they 
ſhould doe vnder thy banner, ſhould be

everlaſting, and immortal ſonne of God 
our Captaine lord and Emperout leſus 
Chriſt taught vs firſte of all by his own 
example and Paſsion to treade this 
path, ſithens rhe firſt houce that the 
ctoſſe was halowed, adourned, and dec- 
ked with his ſacred &bleſſed bodie as with 
a moſt ptetiouſe and celeſtial Marga- 
rite. His diuine prouidence made the 
Croſſe & all afflition in this wotld light 
and eaſie to rrus Chriſtian men, his ex- 
ampleand imitation hath made al tti- 
bulation and aduetſitie, pleaſante and

This was the ch:ife reward thit our 
Maſter Chciſtz gaue in this world to his 
deate diſciples , the noble Pcinces and 
worthy Pcelates of his Church, to al the 
moſt. vectuouſe, holy and good men in al 
ages, that they ſhould tak: pleaſure & be 
glad, that they were accompred worthie to 
ſuffer reproche & iniuties for his names 
ſake, , that they ſhoulde willinglye and 
gladlie take vp theyt Ctoſſe on theyt 
G 2 ſhoulders 
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szhouldets and follow him theyr maſter 
& guyde that lead them the waye. 

It is not therefore, O happie ſoules, ir 
is not shame fot you, to ſuffer that Chriſte 
ſuffred: not glorie for theſe bloudie tray- 
ters, to doe that ludas did . To him that 
winneth , Manna is geuen and a white 
Stone, and} a new name Which no man 
knoweth.but he that receaueth it.

O ye cruel! Tyrans, Goſpelſpillers, 
and Meſſengers of all naughtie and wic- 
ked tydinges, goe on and fill vp the mea- 
ſute of your cruelty , and impierie. Ve la- 
bor in vaine againſt the ſeruantes of God, 
they are yetaliue, whome ye haue ſlaien. 
They had the vpper hande over you who

I labor in vaine if [ trauatie to recken vp 
all the vilainouſe deedes, the wonderful 
murders, the cruel tiranny of th={e naugh = 
ty villaines, The reheatſall of all che Ty- 


nov and bharbarous actes of theeſe 


new Refourmers in this laſt edition in 
Fraunce, were able to make a good Ota- 
tot weary, yea to driuzout of breath Fa- 
bius himſelfe , were he neuer ſo well dif- 
poſed to talke. And I perceiue (right 
worſhipful and learned,) that it goeth a- 
gainſt your ſtomakes to heare theſe hor- 
tibledoinges, and in very deede it goech 
againſt my hart alſo to ſpeake ſuch thin- 
ges as the Goſpellets and Proteſtantes of 
our daies do put in practiſe gladly & with 
all their heartes. 

They thirſt aſter bloud, and can neuer 
haue their fill ot it, not quench their thirſt 
with it. They would faine that all good 
men wete rid out of the way and dcade. 
nor they thinke it ſufficient to haue them 
all dead: they wold wish the y died a hun-

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dred times, if it were poſsible for a deade 
man to revjue and live againe a hundred 
times.

the moſt wicked burchers firſt cut of his 


N members, then they open his bely, 
e being yet then alive ard loking cn, 
and with theirbloudy hands pull out his 
guttes and all his bowels , and caſte his 
entrailes about all the houſe. 

If any man ſuſpect that I faine, and i- 
magine of my c wne head this wonderful 
cruel deede, and lie vpon them: I am able 
to bring for witneſſe of this butcheiy that 


I tell you, a ſubſtantiall man both honeſt & 


worſhipfull, one of the Prebendaries of 
the 28 Cathedrall Churche of 8. 
Croſſe in Otleans. This man, ( whome 


/ I weulde here name to his worſhippezif 


I coulde calle his name to my temem- 
braunce ) 
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braunee) all the while this vile and cru- 
ell murder was a doing, laye hid in that 
houſe ſbut vp ina cheaſt or benche, and 
ſo eſcaped theſe Tyrannes cruel handes, 
and ſa thisforowfull & lamẽtable ſight 
through the chinks of the benche whetre- 
in helaie. 

But what neede I bringe any witneſſe 
fot the proofe of ſuch things as are nototi- 
ouſe and manifeſte, as being committed 
in the preſence and ſight of al the country 
Our aduerfurie) are not aſhamed to con- 
feſſe it them ſelues, they rubbe theyr for- 
headdes , caſte awaie all ſhame and ho- 
neſtie, and bluſhe not a whit to graunt 
that they haue done ſuch things in deede 
Yea they laugh, andieſte, & makea moc- 

ing game of it, & do reioyce & triumph 
in theyr wicked crueltie. And (ome of the 
at theyt death( and God wil) do cõforte 
them ſelues eſpecially with ſuch deedes 
of mercie and workes ofchatitie.

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a coler made of prieſts cares, and wished 
that other of his brethren in the Lorde 
would followe, that notable example of 
his: and becauſethat, dying in ſo high de- 
gree he had no authoritic by the lawe to 
make his teſtament, this exhortation and 
counſel ſtoode in ſteed of his laſte will & 
teſtament. 
I) hey broke and burned the croſſe, and 

mocked at it euetie whereas the Turkes 
did ſometyme at Conſtantinople, neith er 
were they ſatiſſied with that: they toke 
two innocent good Prieſtes and hanged 
them vp on eche ſide of the Ctuciſix ſike 
the two theeues for cõtempt & reproche. 
Other had theyr faces and fingers ſlied, 
theyr noſes, cares, and priuie members 
cut of, theyt heades clouen with a ſword 
at one ſtroke in two partes, Some they 
bnrned aliue, and yet moſte commonly 
theyare wonteto pull vpthe dead out of 
theyr graues, yea and they toke marue- 
louſe delight & pleaſure to cut litle chil- 
dren and babes in two at one ſtroke with 
a ſword. And theſe were the ſtrainge and 
wonderfull miracles that theſe Poſtles 

wrought at S. Macaries. 

Now what they did to a notablever- 

tuouſe old man, a Religiouſe Prielte at 
Mans 
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Mans the chiefe Citie of Cenomania in 
Ftaunce, I amafiaid, yea I tremble 
quake to rehearſe . That horrible Act don 
emonge Chriſtian men hath defamed and 
blemiſhed the name, not only of all Chri- 
ſtians, but alfo of Heathens, Turkes, and 
all mankinde, 

Many excellent & graue wryters haue 
put in wryting manye a time and often, 
that there be in ſome partes of the world 
Anthcopophagj, that is, ſuche people as 


do eate mannes fleſh. But that any wold P. face. 


compell a man to eate and (walow down 
the ptiuy partes of his one body, being 
cut of and broyled on aprediern , and the 
would open his bealy being yer aliue to 
ſee if mannes ſtomake could brooke, con- 
co ce and digeſt ſuche ſtrainge kinde of 
meat, ſuch men hauing the face and like- 
nelſe of men that would attempt and co. 
mit ſuch a dede ſo ſtrange, ſo abhomina- 
ble, ſo dĩueliſh wer neuer yet foũd or hard 
of before theſe our daies of Reformation. 
Such a deteſtable & brutiſh ate was ne- 
uerdone ot ptactiſed among any deſperate 
& wildpeople, among barbarous & rude 
natios, among molt fierce and ctuell brute 
beaſts before this out vnhappy time. And 
w hat was the cauſe (Ipray you) of thisſo 
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el & ſtrainge puniſhment ? what had 
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this ma offended? what was his treſpaſſe} 
In the old time he that had killed his 
own father ſhuld be ſowed vp in alethein 
bag, and a dog, an adder, a cocke, and an 
Ape within the bag with him: & being ſo 
beſet and accompanied with thoſe vgly, 
diſmold and deadly mates packed about 
him, was caſtaliveinto the ſea, if it were 
nigh, els into the next tĩuer, So that being 
yet alive he loſt the vie & ſervice of al the 
foure elements at ones, the aĩer, the fire, 
the earth, the water, becauſe he had bereud 
that man of his life, by whoſe benifite he 
was brought to the world, and to the vſe 
ofall theſe. | 
And this ſtrainge kind of moſt ſhame- 
full & ignominious puniſhment & death, 
was executed only vpõ thoſe that had kil- 
led their patents, fortheir vnnatural, vile 
and abhominable oſſenſe. But this m3, that 
was put to fo ſtrainge, filthy, & infamous 
kind of moſt cruel death, ho was copel- 
led againſt nature to eat his owne flesh , | 
Which every man ſpareth and chensheth, 
ſnoldhauebene of likelihood giltie of ſuch, 
ſo great, ſo vilanous a tteſpace that excepte 
he had bene rydde out of the waye and 
put to the moſt cruell death that * 
| a 
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beinuented , the whole frame ofall the 


world muſtnedes haue fallen dowyne and 


perished : And yer to this miſerable 
man who thal be ſpoke of hereafter to the 
worldes end, and be peraduenture the 
rufull arguments and lamentable matter 
of tragicall ſlages, this only faulte was 
laied, that he was a Chriſtian man, a Ca- 
tholike , a Prieſt, 

It was againſte theit will that the Mi. 
niſters of the Goſpell punis hed him fo 
cruelly , but yet for Reformations ſake 
they could not chuſe but of neceſsitydo it 

For reformations ſake alſo I doubt not THe u- 
(as the Reſormed brethren in Chriſt doe tbor of 


4 fogly beleuve)they ſacked, ſpoiled &threw hi crati 


doune to the grounde the moſt Chriſtian * bath 
Kings hovſeat Orleans, and the goodly e, ay 
Temple of S. Anian that ſtoode by it — 
buylded with Princelyworke ofthe king 
charges, and al the faire and riche Chut- 
ches of that noble and renouned Citie, 
excepte certaine litle Churches whiche 
they ſpared, to put in their Harneſſe, Ar- 
tillary, and provifion of ware, aud the 
chiefe Cathedrall Churche 8. Croſſe, 
which they reſerved ſanding ( bur yet all 
to rifled, iaſed and mangled )topreachin 
and to be the place of their dailye walke 
for

for recreation, 
The Engliſhe men, who by the lawe 


of armes,by manhode, princely proweſſe 


and totce of warre had conquered and 
wonne wellnigh all Fraunce, could ne- 
uet ouetedme and get the ſtrong , migh- 
ty, and moſt defenſed walles and tampi. 
ers of Otleans. But this Goſpellish Re. 
fourmartion in this laſt Inſutrection in 
Fraunce, hath filled vp the ditches with 
earth, ſtones, andrubbell, hath throwen 
downerothe ground, theſureſt rowres, 
the ſtrongeſt Bulwarkes, all the defenſe 
ofthe Towne, andall theſtronge holdes 
and Fortreſſes round about, they haue 
made the walles ſo flat and plaine, that 
in ſundry places Cartes and Horſes may 
eaſly paſſe ouer, yea they haue brought al 
the goodly ſtreates, Suburbes & Vines

The moſte Chriſtian king Lewysthe 
eleuenth his body was buried Honora- 
bly and princely , in a goodly tumberich- 
ly garnished, with his [mage grauen on 
the outſide, in out Lady Charch at Cle- 
ty, foure leagues from Orleans.

For Refourmation ſake the harte of 
good king Francis the ſecond (who died Clad. d 
lately poyſoned, as it is thought, by the 1 = |

Churche of S. Croſle at Orleans, was 


digged out of the ground, broyled on a 


grediern, and atlaſt burned. 

For Refourmarions ſake, Orleãs, Roan, 
Lions, and many other rich Townes in | 
Fraunce , the whiche floriſhed ſometime 
with great traficke of marchaundiſe, are 
brovghr to extreame pouertye and miſe- 
rable lacke and ſcarcitie of all things ne- 
cellary . And haue fewer occupiers. poret 
Marchauntes, and are leſſe hanted, then 
euer they were before in any mannes te- 
membraunce, 

How many parents bereaued of their

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childcen, | how many children depriued 
of theic Patentes, how niny Widowes 
weping for the death of th eit husbands, 


how many Butgiſes turned out af houſe 


and home, arenowe to be ſenecommidalic 
in Frauncelatelye reformed, and all for te- 
formations lake? 

S. Peter had neithet golde nor ſiluet, 
nor yet paſſed vponthe getting of any: he 
gaue to the pore man that asked his almes, 
helth in ſtede of money. But theſe newe

What Tycantecuer in any2 
Lande was fo fierce and cruel!l, that 
woulde petſecute, teare and mangle 
all good men , not only in theyc lyte 
ryme , bur alſo after they were depatted 
out of thys world, and buried in theyr 
graues? Theſe cruell Gtauetooters, 
that labor ro brynge a new? Religion 
into Chriſtendome, can not abyde, that 
good men ſhoulde lyue any where on 
the earth , not yer ſuffer them to reaſtz 
vader the eatth in theyt graues after theyc 
deceaſe. 

They couer with Sylke, and decke 
with veluettes theyt owe fylthye bo- 
dies, and their womens molte vyle 
and ſtinkginge carcaſſes, whiche (with - 
our the gteate mercy of God) ſhall be

Tne mysbeleuing Painyms thought, 
that the Chriſten men tan wyllingly to 
ſuffer all kynde of torment and death for 
Chtiſtes ſake, becauſe of the hope they 
had to lyue and ry ſe againe, and enioy a 
better ly fe & croune of euerlaſting glo- 
rie, And that therefore they deſyted ſo 
muche to be honeſtly buried, that theyt 
fleſh and bodies might lye together, and 
ſo the moreeaſyly 5 reyſed vp and made 
againe by the power of God. And to the 
end, that God might not come by theyt 
fleſh , andiynowes , and bones, not they 
haue any hope at allof Reſurrection, and 
theteby allo be driven from theyt con- 
ſtant and patient ſuffring for Chriſtes 
ſake: they ſought the meanes not only, 
not to butie them , but allo that God 
thould not any where fynde and come by

may we rue. And be ory to ſee this daye: 
well may | nowe and wotthely crye 
out, and make exclamation : O moſt 
mercyfull lord , O ceucilaſting God of 
heauen and canh ; what a wicked and 
Barbarous | Religion, or rather Ir- 
religion, what a ſtrange and rude Re- 
formation, or rather Deformation is 
this, that puiſueth with famine, fyre, 
and ſWorde all good men, euery Where 
and allwayes, yea, after they ate de- 
parted this ly fe? chart encreateth , ga- 
thereth force, and is ſtrengthened with
